AN  ACT 
To  provide  for  the  granting  of  Clea 
ranees  to  Skips  or  Vessels  owned 
by  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
lying  in  the  river  Mississippi , 
south  of  the  southern  boundary  of 
the  United  States,  and  therein  to 
amend  an  act,  intituled,  “ An  act 
to  regulate  tbe  Collection  of  Du- 
ties on  Imports  a"  d Tonnage and 
for  other  purposes. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That 
whenever  articles  of  the  growth,  pro- 
duce, or  manufaclure  of  the  United 
States,  {hall  be  intended  to  be  exported 
from  any  of  the  ports  of  the  United 
States  within  the  Mifliflippi,  by  the  way 
of  New  Orleans,  to  any  foreign  port, 
the  identity  of  fuch  articles  {hall  be  af- 
certained  and  certified  in  the  fame  man- 
ner by  e proper  officers  as  has  been  ot 
hereafter  may  be  provided,  for  the  tranf- 
portation  of  the  fame  articles  to  any  of 
the  ports  of  the  United  States,  without 
the  Miffiffippi. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted. 
That  it  lhall  be  lawful  for  the  colledlor 
of  the  cuftoms  for  the  dirtrirt  of  Mifliffip- 
pi,  to  grant  to  any  fhip  or  veflel  owned 
by  citizens  of  the  United  States,  laden 
with  articles  of  the  growth,  produce,  or 
manufacture  of  tha  faid  dates  and  atn 
ly  Iving  in  fojne  part  of  the  river  Mif- 
fiflrppi,  foutli-  of  the  fouthern  boundary 
of  the  United  States,  a clearance  in 
the  fame  manner ^as  if  fuch  rtiip  or  vef- 
fri  was  lying  within  the  faid  diftricl, 
which  clearance  lhall  be  of  the  form  fol- 
lowing, to  wit  ; 

“ Diftrit  of  Miffiffippi,  t» 

Port  of  Adams, 

Thefe  are  to  certify  to  all  whom  it 
doth  concern.  That  marter  or 

commander  of  the  burthen  tons 
or  thereabouts,  mounted  with  guns 
(if  any)  navigated  with  men  built, 
now  lying  in  the  river  Miffiffippi,  out  of 
the  limits  of  the  United  States,  and 
bound  for  having  on.  board  (here 

Ipecifyojhe  articles  if  required)  being  of 


the  growth,  produce,  or  manufarture  of 
the  United  States,  or  (if  no’fpecificatioa 
be  required)  being  laden  with  articles  of 
- e growth,  produce,  or  manufadlure  of 
the  United  States  hath  here  cleared  his 
laid  vellcl  according  to  law  : 

Given  under  my  hand  and  feal,  at  the 
cuftoin  houle  of  Fort  Adam*,  this 
day  of  one  thoufand  eight  hun- 
dryd  and  in  the  ydar 

of  the  independence  of  the  United 
States  of  America,” 

Provided  nevertoe’ess.  That  fuch 
clearance  (hall  not  be  granted  until  the 
identity  of  the  articles  .iaden  on  board 
inch  flup  or  veil'd,  as  being  of  the 
growth,  produce,  or  manufacture  of  the 
United  States,  ffiall  be  eftabliflied  to  the 
iatisfadbon  of  the  faid  collertor,  either 
the  exhibition  of  a certificate  to  that 
eftect,  from  the  conlul,  v1Ce  conful;  or 
other  authorized  agent  of  the  United 
States,  refidmg  at  or  near  New-Orleans 
on  the  laid  river,  or  otherwiie  : And 

Provided  also,  That  before  the  depar- 
ture ot  luch  ffiiy  or  velTel  for  any  foreign 
port  or  place  without  the  faid  river,  it 
‘ball  oe  the  duty  of  the  marter  or  com- 
ander  thereof,  to  exhibit  fuch  clear- 
ance to  the  laid  conlul,  vice-conful,  or 
other  authorized  agent  of  the  United 
States,  who  fliaM  certify  thereon,  under 
h.s  confular  leal,  if  he  be  fatisfied  that 
the  ftate  of  the  cargo  at  the  time  of 
iuch  exhibition,  correfpond  therewith, 
that  fuch  is  the  cafe  ; or  if  the  whole  or 
any  part  thereof  ffiall  have  been  unladen, 
or  otherwife  changed,  fo  as  not  to  agree 
with  the  tenor, of fuch.clearance,  he  lhall 
accordingly  ftate  the  fame. 

Sdc.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted , 
That  the  conful,  vice-conful,  or  other 
authorized  agent  of  the  United  States, 
rending  at  New-Orleans,  or  at  fuch  other 
place  of  depofit  on  the  banks  of  the 
Miffiffippi,  louth  of  the  fouthern  boun- 
dary of  the  United  States,  as  may  be 
affigned  by  virtue  of  the  treaty  of  San 
Lorenzo  ffiall  be  entitled  to  receive  from, 
the  captains  or  owners  of  American  vef- 
fels,  two  dollars  for  each  certificate,  he 
(ball  fign,  certifying  that  the  articles 
contained  in  fuch  certificate,  are  of  the 
growth,  produce,  or  manufarture  of  the 
United  States  ; and  he  ffiall  alfo  be  au- 
thorized to  employ  a proper  perfon  to  at- 
tend to  the  landing  and  loading  of  fuch 
articles,  whofe  duty  therein,  "and  com- 
penfation,  ffiall  bj  the  fame  as  thofe  of 
an  inipedor  of  cuftoms  in  one  of^the 
ports  ot  the  United  States,  which  com- 
penfation  ffiall  he  confidered  as  a charge 
again!!  the  revenue,  and  defrayed  by 
the  collector  for  the  dillridt  of  Miffiffip- 
pi, out  of  the  monies  received  by  him  01 1 
account  of  the  duties  on  tonnage  and 
merchandize.

AN  ACT 
For  the  relief  of  the  sufferers  by 
fire,  in  tbe  Town  of  Portsmouth. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of~  Representatives  of  the  United  States- 
of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That 
all  perfons  who,  being  indebted  to  the 
United  States,  for  duties  on  merchan- 
dize, have  given  bond  therefor,  with 
one  or  more  fureties,  payable  to  the  col- 
lector for  the  diftriit  of  Portfmoutb, 
and  who  have  fuffered  a lofs  of  proper- 
ty by  the  late  conliagration  at  that 
place,  ffiall  be,  and  they  hereby  are  al- 
lowed to  take  up,  or  have  cancelled,  all

liberal  foundation.  It  gives  room  for 
a continual  fucceffion  of  recurrence  to 
the  original  fource.  of  all  legiflation. 

No  compaA  which  a former  generation 
may  have  formed  for  the  regulation  of 
its  own  concerns,  can  bind  the  living  ge- 
neration, or  inte rdiCt  a fingle  alteration 
that  it  may  conceive  expedient,  in  the 
adminiftration  of  government.  It  is 
eafy  to  perceive  that  the  principle  tends 
equally  to  proteA  the  rights  of  man- 
kind from  encroachment,  and  to  pre- 
ferve  every  claim  of  focial  independence 
from  heriditaay  oppreffion*  A more 
deadly  wound  could  n»t  have  been  given 
to  every  ancient  error  in  legillation, 
which  we  are  apt  to  venerate  on  account 
of  its  being  the  work  of  our  anceftors, 
or  becaufe  it  derives  itfelf  from  the  au 
thority  of  time  or  cuftom.  Every  mo- 
narchic al  inftitution,  which  ufurps  the 
pretention  to'bind  pofteritjr,  however  wife 
its  pvovifions,  in  afeertaining  the  real  in- 
terefts  of  fociety*  is  liable  to  objeAion  on 
the  fame  ground.  But  this  levelling 
principle  flows  from  another  fource  e 
qually  grounded  upon  reafon.  Govern 
jnent  being  a contrivance  of  human  wif- 
dom, to  fecure  to  mankind  the  bleflings 
of  life,  its  meafures  Ihould  always  con 
Xiilt  this  great  end,  in  order  to  anfwer 
its  intention.  Time  changes  equally 
the  genius  and  ihterefts  of  a nation.  A 
fyftem  of  legillatioii  that  eminently  Ant- 


ed the  affiirs  of  a community  in  one 
age,  might  fall  very  (hort  in  affeAing 
the  fame  end,  in  another.  The  power 
and  the  privilege,  therefore,  to  apply 
the  provifions  of  legiflation  to  whatever 
tmiv  be  the  peculiar  date  of  fociety,  de 
rive  themfelves  from  th*  combined  rights 
of  nature  and  the  focial  compaA. 

It  is  upon  'nr  natural  equality  if  man 
kind,  that  all  human  rights,  in  every  ge- 
neration, are  founded.  1 he  Moiaic 
chronology  whether  confidered  as  of  hu- 
man or  divin*  original,  carries  the  mind 
up  to  a rafting  place,  that  puts  an  end 
to  al!  the  cavii»  of  pre  judice,  with  refpedl 
to  hiimaij^equaiity.  It  is  by  flopping  in 
the  intermediate  ftage,  of  fociety,  that 
man  lofes'the  title.  It  i,  by  tracing  hi 
hiftory  up  to  fome  period  of  conqueft  or 
fatal  fnbjugation  to  the  controul  of  a 
defpot,  that  we  perceive  his  rights  un 
dergoing  a new  change,  that  removes  him 
further  off  from  the  charaAer  which  be 
longs  to  him,  as  a relation  of  the  Su 
preme  Being.  To  bring  him  back  to  a 
complete  knowledge  of  himfelf  and  of 
his  rights,  it  is  neceffaly  to  exhibit  to 
his  view  the  original  charter  which  as- 
certain, his  relationlhip  with  the  divin 
ity.  Every  intermediate  charter 
grounded  on  ufurpation,  becaufe  like  to 
leration,  itf  takes  upon  itfelf  to  grant 
that  which  it  never  had  a right  to  with 
hold. 

From  thefe  liberal  principles,  Mr 
Paine  deduces  in  a direA  line  of  reafon 
ing,  the  civil  rights  of  mankind.  They 
grow  out  of  th;  aggregate  mafs  of  na 
tural  rights  ; and  whenever  they  derive 
themfelves  from  any  other  fource,  or  are 
ereAed  upon  a different  fdundation,  the 
principle  on  which  they  Band,  is  equally 
dangerous  and  untenable.  In  a ftate 
of  nature, every  individual  is  his  own  fo 
v-reign.  AU  his  m*ntal  and  corporeal 
efforts  are  aAs  whofe  urlity  belongs  to 
himfelf.  In  a ftate  of  fociety,  men  by 
br-ngiag  their  natural  rights  to  a focu 
and  throwing  them  into  an  aggregate 
mafs  under  the  regulation  of  a compaA. 
become  equallv  ufeful  to  each  other. 
Thefe  aAs  of  ufefulnefs,  which  meri  con- 
cede to  the  public,  are  derived  from  our 
civil  rights,  which  in  faA  are  nothing 
more  than  the  illuftration  or  expreffion 
of  our  natural  rights. 

Governments,  however,  have  not  al- 
ways derived  their  powers  from  thefe  un- 
eiring  principles.  In  fome  ages  and  na- 
tions they  nave  fprnng  from  force  and 
the  vifions  of  fuperflition.  In  the  Uni- 
ted States  of  America,  government  is 
founded  on  reafon.  The  Jewifh  theo- 
cracy, and  the  Egyptian  inftitutions 
which  were  mingled  with  the  unnatural 
mythology  of  foothfayers,  the  early  go- 
vernments of  Greece,  founded  upon  the 
malignant  genius  of  polytheifm  and  the 
Remilh  hierarchy,  which  derives  itfelf 
from  the  eeleftial  authority  of  St.  Peter 
may  all  be  elaffed  among  the  governments 
that  were  founded  upon  Aipyrftition. 
All  the  Roman  provincial  governments 
were  founded  on  force  or  conqueft  ; and 
the  rompaft  which  took  place  between 
William  the  Sift  and  the  Norman  barons 
to  divide  the  realm  of  England  and  fet- 
tle the  conftitutiou  on  feudal  principle 
may  he  elaffed  among  the  governments 
founded  on  force.  The  Stadtholderlhip  of 
Holland,  before  that  country  had  loft  its 
political  exiftence,  by  French  influence, 
was  grounded  on  nearly  the  fame  tenure. 
The  Dutch  firlt  cleAed  their  prinee 
and  then  amidft  the  torpor  infpired  by 
beer  and  tobacco,  made  him  fovereign 
for  life.  Power  very  foon  generated  op- 
preffioa.  The  Dutch  complained,  and 
the  Pruffian  bayonet  put  an  end  to 
bbo  murmnrings  of  refentment.  The 


from  the  weaknefs  and  ignorance  of 
mankind. 

The  idea  which  Mr.  Paine  attaches 
to  a genuine  conftitution,  equally  com- 
ports with  the  moft  correA  principles  ol 
natural  liberty.  A conftitution  cannot 
ligitimately  fpring  from  any  other  fource 
It  is  the  aA  of  the 
Ipeople,  not  of  an  imaginary  nature,  that 
lean  be  deftroyed  by  fpeculative  argu- 
jments,  but  a thing  in  faA,  anticedent  to 
every  government,  and  fundamental!) 
organized  fo  as  to  embrace  every  intereft 
and  every  relation  of  fociety.  It  lite- 
ally  binds  the  government,  or  the  legif- 
latire,  executive  and  jndiciary  depart 
ments,  to  a tingle  direA  line  of  aAing  ; 
which  cannot  alter  itfelf,  by  any  viola- 
tion of  the  fundamental  principle,  either 
by  extenlion  or  diminution 

It  is  eafy  to  perceive  that  fuch  a con- 
ftitution poffeffrs  every  claim  to  the 
higheft  veneration,  not  only  on  account 
of  its  original  perfeAion,  its  moral  na 
ture  and  the  certainty  with  which  all  its 
parts  aA  together,  but  becaufe  its  admi- 
niftration,  if  it  operates  at  all,  muft 
tend  to  the  ha'ppinels  of  fociety.  Like 
the  centripetal  and  centrifugal  forces, 
in  the  phyfical  hemifphere,  it  prevents 
every  fatal  deviation,  that  might  de- 
range the  harmony  or  endanger  the  ex- 
iftence of  the  ftate.  Every  other  con- 
ftitution, that  dees  not  grow  out  of  fo 
ciety,  will  always  produce  the  Worft  ef- 
feAs.  Mod  monarchical  conftitutions 
are  of  this  nature.  Originally  formed 
under  the  management  and  will  of  the 
defpot,  he  thinks  himfelf  authorifed  to 
repeal  or  Amend  his  own  aAs  whenever 
he  thinks  proper.f  The  cafe  is  differ- 
ent when  it  fprings  from  the  great  body 
of  the  people.  A continual  vigilance 
deteAs  even  the  moll  latent  attempt  to 
deftroy  an  a A,  which  had  been  fubmit 
ted  to  the  ferutiny  of  every  member  of 
fociety 

Titles  and  the  laws  of  primogeniture 
are  excrefcences  of  ftate,  wh{chgrow  ou 
of  ariftocracy,  or  a government  of  force 
They  both  have  a tendency  to  deftroy 
the  natural  rights  of  men,  by  increafing 
the  civil  privileges  of  the  minority  over 
and  above  thofe  of  the  greater  number* 
Wherever  the  firft  are  hereditary  and 
the  laft  becomes  eftablifhed  by  law,  they 
ceafie  to  be  the  reprefentative  figns  of 
merit.  The  one  expreffes  nothing,  and 
the  other  is  umatural,  inasmuch, 
five  Out  of  fix  children  of  the  fame 
gitimate  parent,  are  left  to  perifh  with 
penury  and  want,  or  learn  the  dangling 
arts  of  hypocricy,  to  fcbfift  upon  the 
Andes  of  fome  opulent  villain,  who 
rendered  (till  woife,  by  the  flattery  he 
infpires. — Under  the  prefent  order 
things  in  England,  we  may  date  the 
real  origin  of  titles,  and  the  law  of  pri 
mogeniture,  at  the  conqueft.  Although 
they  exifted  under  the  Saxoh  and  Da- 
nilh  line  of  Britilh  kings,  yet  they  re 
ceived  a fixed  eftablilhinent  under  tbe 
Norman  line,  which  every  charter  that 
was  extorted  by  the  comihohs,  or  even 
the  changes  produced  by  revolutions 
could  not  wreft  from  the  ariftocratical  or- 
ders of  fociety.  The  feudal  fyftem  there 
fore,  which  arofe  at  the  conqueft,  may 
be  faid  to  have  put  an  end  to  many  of 
the  natural  as  well  as  civil  rights  of  the

nations  are  wrong  ; becaufe  they  intcr- 
iA  natural  liberty,  by  making  religion 
the  vehicle  of  foriViw. 

Thefe  remarks  evidently  fliew  the 
mproprirty  of  blending  church  and 
late  affairs  together.  No  religion  ef- 
tablilhed  by  lari),  can  ever  have  a benefi- 
ial  tendency  : becaufe  it  is  a deadly 
ufurpation  that  takes  away  from  man 
he  liberty  to  commune,  in  his  own  way, 
with  the  author  of  his  exiftence.  Def- 
troy all  law  religions,  and  man  becomes 
virtuous  citizen  from  that  moment, 
his  mind  has  not  been  otherwife  cor- 
rupted. His  devotion  is  then  no  longer 
hypocritical.  He  is  not  compelled  un- 
der the  rigours  of  puniihment  for  difo- 
bedicnc,  to  attend  on  divine  fervice, 
without  the  inclination  to  heal  what  is 
faid  to  him.  In  cafes  where  he  is  com- 
pelled to  unite  himfelf  to  a particular 
church,  his  religion  ceafeS  to  be  leal.  It 
confifts  entirely  in  external  form  and  ce- 
remony, and  is  literally  a kind  of  ftcred 
mockery,  by  which  he  equally  degrades 
his  own  natbre and  infults  the  Supi-e.nc 
Being. 

Who  can  read  the  erclefiaftical  hifto- 
ry  of  the  Greek  church  at  St.  Peterf- 
burgh,  without  fympathizing  for  the 
lollies  of  mankind  ? The  whole  religion 
of  the  Ruffians,  confifts  of  a lengthy 
nd  d;r(  iftmg  rotine  of  ceremony,  where 
very  unpulfe  ef  teal  devotion  is 
known,  and  where  proceffions,  hymns, 
nd  thankfgivings,  are  furceeded  by- 
plots,  conlpiricics,  butcheries  of  the 
mod  (hocking  kind,  and  every  abomina- 
tion of  which  the  heart  is  fufceptiblc 
Suwarrow  after  breaking  th*  treaty  of 
capitulation  and  murdering  in  cold  blood 
10,000  Poles,  at  the  fiegt  of  Warlaw, 
went  into  the  great  phurch  andchaunted 
Te  Deutn , to  the  Almighty,  for  the  fuc- 
cefs  of  his  arms 

Whenever  a religion  is  eftablifhed  hy 
law,  that  moment  the  legiflature  vio- 
lates the  natural  rights  of  the  citizen 
Becaufe  it  immediately  gives  life  to  le 
gal  incapacities  in  confequence  of  non- 
conformity. It  has  a tendency,  in  the 
main,  to  deprive  him  of  the  benefit  of 
his  oath,  in  judicial  cafes  ; he  is  com 
pelled  to  attach  himfelf  to  particular  ec 
cJtfi-ftical  inftitutions  ; and  it  authori- 
zes the  magiftrate  to  interpofe  his  judg- 
ment in  cafes  Where  confluence  Ihould 
be  the  foie  arbiter  of  decifron.  Such 
is  the  fituation  of  the  Britilh  fuhjtA 
under  the  canon  laws  of  the  realm  ; and 
fuch  is  the  cafe  in  all  Roman  catholic 
countries,  where  the  priefts  have  gained 
the  afcendency,  In  Poland,  prior  to 
the  divifion  of  that  country,  neither  the 
king  or  the  queen  could  be  crowned, 
without  embracing  the  Romifh  religion. 
About  the  beginning  of  the  laft  centu- 
ry the  king  married  a German  princefs  of 
*he  Luthcra»  church,  and  the  diet  of 
Warfaw  refufed  to  crown  her,  becaule 
(lie  would  not  change  her  religion- 
Thefe  legal  incapacities,  on  account 
of  religion,  conftitute  the  moft  brutal 
tyranny  as  well  as  blafphemyw  They 
in  the  one  cafe  deprivfc  man  of  all  the 
benefits  of  the  focial  compaA,  which 


tary  cftablilliments,  mankind  appear  to 
have  gone  blindly  to  work.  They  have 
literally  tied  up  their  own  hands,  and 
precluded  themfelves  from  feleAing  from 
among  the  mafs  of  the  people,  the  beft 
and  wifeft  charaAers,  to  proteA  their 
rights.

Jcau^e  **  *n  their  habits  oflife,and  in 
Hereditary  cftablilliments,  however,  the  ignorance  and  barbarity  infepa- 
derive  themfelves  from  that  kind  of  go-  ruble  from  a ftate  of  flavery.

Rufus,  as 
well  as  his  fucceffors,  down  to  queen  Ann 
were  the  characters  who  aAed  it.  Si- 
milar dinfifties,  upon  the  fame  principles, 
were  eftablilhed  by  Catharine  of  Ruffia, 
by  Henry  the  feventh,  George  the  firft, 
the  prince  of  Orange,  Frederick  the 
founder  of  the  houfe  of  Brandenburgh, 
and  the  firlt  conlul  of  France* 

It  is  eafy  to  perceive,  that  thef?  giyat 
abules  originate  in  the  blind  folly  of  the 
people,  as  well  as  Jn  the  fbccefsful  efforts 
of  uiurpatici*.  It  would  feem,  from 
the  page  of  hiftovy,  as  if  a fatal  deftiny 
had  Ihrouded  in  every  age,  the  fairelt 
profpeAs  of  mankind,  by  making  them 
the  continual  dunes  of  intrigue  and  am- 
bition. We  no  fooner  fee  then!  alfeni- 
bled  together  in  fociety,  blit  they  begin 
to  loofe  fight  of  their  natural  liberty, 
either  b^  fubmitting  themfelves  to  the 
will  of  a defpot,  or  by  becoming  the 
viAims  of  fuperftition.  The  lame  fol- 
ly is  vifible  through  every  age,  by  per 
mitting  fucceffivc  ehcroachmchts  upon 
their  civil  rights,  which  are  frittered  a- 
way  by  degrees,  till  the  imaj 
ry  prefents  to  man  the  fad  piAure  cd 
his  condition.  It  is  then  alone  tliat  hr 
is  aroufed  from  the  fatal  lethargy  that 
ft  lulled  him  to  repofe.  He  applkrs 
fora  time,  to  feel,  every  emotion  of  his 
native  dignity.  Tyrants  tremble  before 
his  vengeance.  But  his  enihufiafrh  is 
of  Ihort  duration.  It  is  fucceeded  by  a 
a fatal  tranquility!  and  he  is  again  fitted 
to  receive  the  manacles  of.  defpotifm.f

of  enlightened  Europe — quite  free 
from  them  ? If  thirty  millions  of 
Frenchmen  find  their  happinefs  and 
fecurity,  as  I am  told,  in  the  revo- 
lution of  the  i8th  Brumaire,  furely 
I Ihould  not  be  envied  the  love  and 
confidence  of  the  poor  blacks,  my 
countrymen.  It  ‘will  be  for  pofte- 
rity  to  decide,  whether  we  have  rul- 
ed through  the  afledlion  or  through 
apathy  and  fear. 

“ You  offer  freedom  tbthe  blacks, 
and  fay,  “ that  in  all  the  countries 
you  have  been  ih,  you  have  given  it 
to  the  people  who  had  it  not.”  I 
am  not  perfedlly  acquainted  with 
thelcirc'umftances  that  have  Recent- 
ly happened  in  Europe,  but  the  re- 
ports that,  have  reached  me  do  not 
accord  with  this  affertioh.  In  faft, 
it  is  of.  little  Confequence.  Th* 
liberty  that  )6  to  be  found  in  France, 
or  Belgium;  or  Helvetia,  or  in  the 
republics,  Batavian,  Ligurian  or 
jCifalpine,  Would  never  be  cordially 
received,  or  cheerfully  acquiefced  in 
hy  the  people  of  bt.  Domingo. 
Such  changes.  Or  fuch  freedom,  are 
far  from  being  dcfired  ever  by  us. 

“ You  a Ik  hie,  “do  I defire  confi- 
deration-,  honors  and  fortune 
certainly  I do,  but  not  of  thy  giv- 
ing. Mv  confideration  is  placed  in 
refpeff  of  my  countrymen,  my

it  supposed  itfelf  to  possess,  than  a deli- 
berate act,  rcful.ing  from  correA  notions ](-ccon£i  0f  France  ; Peter  the  third  of

of  the  interefts  and  relations  of  fociety. 
1 hav_-  always  confidered  that  part  of 
the  conftitution  as  an  overfight  in  legif- 
lation. It  ftiouid  have  been  filent  on 
t!je  fubjeA,  and  then  it  would  not  have 
laid  itfelf  liable  to  the  imputation  of 
weaknefs. 

It  will  not  be  believed,  perhaps,  when 
I affert  that  every  order  of  religion  in 
the  univeafe,  is,  in  itfelf,  right , fo  far  as 
it  does  not  quarrel  with,  mankind. 
Whenever  it  is  mild  and  peaceable,  it 
matters  not  of  what  principles  it  is  com- 
pofed,  what  the  nature  of  its  external 
ceremonies,  or  how  it  is  internally  regu- 
lated. They  are  all  modes  of  conimuni-

Ruffia,  and  the  prefent  king  of  Den- 
mark, Chriftiern  the  feventh  ; who  is  fo 
abfolutciy  incapaciated  for  government, 
by  former  exceffes,  that  he  never  med- 
dles'in  the  affairs  of  the  kingdom,  but 
leaves  the  whole  management  thereof 
to  the  Senate  and  Council  of  ftate. 

There  is  not,  perhaps,  a greater  va- 
riety of  inconfifteney  in  the  world,  than 
in  the  pretentions  and  praAice  of  man- 
kind. It  has  been,  and  will  continue 
to  the  end  of  time  to  be  acknowledged, 
that  wifdom  is  the  firft  principle  neCeffa- 
ry  in  the  adminiftration  of  every  gov- 
ernment. Yet  the  greateft  part  of  the 
world  have  deprived  themfelves  of  this 
advantage,  by  making  the  executive 
part  of  their  governments  hereditary. 
In  the  moft  enlightened  nations,  wifdom 
is  the  principle  ufually  fought  for,  in 
all  great  appointments.  England  cm- 


libnors  . in  their . attachrtient,  my 
fortune  in  their  difinterefted  fideli- 
ty.— Has  this  mean  idea  of  perfon- 
al  aggrandizement  been  held  out,  in 
hope  that  I Ihould  be  induced  there- 
by to  betray  the  taufe  I have  under- 
taken? You  Ihould  learn  to  efti  mate 
the  moral  principle  in  other  men  by 
your  own;  If  the  perfon  who 
claim!  * right  td  that  throne  on 
which  you  are  feated,  were  to  call 
on  you  to  ahicend  from  it,  what 
would  be  ydur  anfwer  ? The  power 
I poffefs  haa  been  as  legitimately  ac- 
quired as  your  own,  and  nought  but 
the  decided  voice  of  the  people  of 
St.  Domingo  fliallcothpol  me  tore- 
linquilh  it. 

“ ^ '*  riot  cemen'ted  by  blood,  or 
maintained  by  the  artifices  of  Euro- 
pean policy;  “ fhe  ferocious  men 
whofe  perrtcurion  I put  a ft0p  to» 
has  confsffc'i  my  clemency,  and  I 
hav£  pardoned  the  wretch  whofe 
dagger  has  been  aimed  at  my  life.

“ Your  letter  of  the  ,27th 
Brumaire,  hag  been  tranfmitted  to 
me  by  citizen  Leclerc.  your  brother 
in  law,  whom  you  have  appointed 
captain  general  of  this  illand,  a title 
not  recognized  by  the  conftitution 
of  St.  Domingo.  The  fame  mbf- 
fenger  has  reftored  two  innocent 
children  to  the  fond  embraces  of  a 
doating  father.  What  a noble  in 
ftarlce  of  European  humanity  ! but, 
dear  as  thofe  pledges  are  to  me,  and 
painfiil  as  our  leparation  is,  I will 
owe  no  obligations  to  my  enetnieS, 
and  I therefore  return  them  to  the 
cultody  of  their  gaolers.

THE  Marquis  d’  Yrujo  has  com- 
municated to  me  the  contents  of  the 
difpatches,  which  he  has  juft  received 
from  your  Excellency,  and  from  the 
Intendant  of  his  Catholic  majefty  in 
the  province  under  your  command,  in 
anfwer  to  thofe  which  he  wrote  to  you 
in  relation  to  the  late  fufpenfion  of  the 
right  of  depofit  conceded  to  the  United 
States  at  New-Orleans. 

The'  marquis  d’ Yrujo  finds  himfelf 
necelfiated,  again  to  remonftrate  to  your 
Excellency  on  that  fubjedl.  I avail 
myi'elf  of  the  opportunity,  to  beg  of 
ycu,  fir,  in  the  name  of  the  French  go- 
vernment, whofe  interefts  are  implicated 
in  this  cafe,  maturely  to  confider  the  a- 
larming  confequenr.es  which  may  refult, 
if  the  intendant  fhould  perfift  in  his  mea- 
fures.  The  intelligence  which  has  been 
tranfiuitted  to  the  Marquis  d’  Yrujo 
has  at  laft,  made  it  appear  indubitable 
that  the  meafure  alluded  to  was  exclu 
lively  grounded  on  the  perfonal  opinion 
of  this  officer  ; and  fupported  by  no  or- 
der from  his  Catholic  majefty,  or  any 
intimation  from  the  French  government. 
JThis  information,  while  it  fereens  from 
fufpicion  the  difpofitions  of  both  gov- 
ernments, and  lays  entirely  on  the  In- 
tendant the  confequences  of  the  prefent 
ftate  of  things,  does  not  however  remove 
the  apprehenfions  which  that  ftate  i , 
calculated  to  excite.  Thefe  advices, 
fir,  give  an  additional  force  to  the  re- 
monftraoces,  which,  for  my  part,  and  in 
the  anticipated  convidtion  which  I en- 
tertained that  thefe  meafurts  had  a caufe 
merely  local,  I had  no  hefitation,  lately, 
to  addrefs  to  the  authorities,  hourly  ex- 
pefled,  of  the  French  republic,  at  New- 
Orleans,  under  cover  to  the  Intendant. 
Ss  preffing  are  the  circumftances,  that 
deem  it  my  duty  to  renew  thefe  remon 
fiances,  and  to  entreat  your  Excellency 
to  exert  your  fuperior  authority  to  pre- 
vent the  confequences  which  the  prolong, 
ation  of  the  prefent  order  of  things  may 
produce.
